Tho rising number ofattacks and violence have mado 
many people in the Omaha area cautious. 

According to Sgt. Mark Fundermeicr, head of the sex! 
robbery unit of the Omaha Police Department, one can 
never be too cautious, 

“To avoid attack, you accd to be aware of what's 
around you in hazardous situations,” Fundermeier said. 
“Alotofnaive people will walk intohazardous areas that 
a sifect-smart person will avoid.” 

Fundermeier alsosaid nighttime is always dangerous, 
but the daylight is no guarantee against attack. 

According toFundermeier, the places to avaidare the 
obviously sisky ones. 

“A lot of people joke around about ‘dark alleys’ and 
similar places,” he said. “But there’s a good reason for 
the reputation of these areas and alotof people take it for 
granted,” 

Fundermeier said the key in avoiding attack is to stay 
formidable in a potential situation. 

“Youdon’t wanttobe sneaking around,” Fundermeier 
sad. “Youhave to kecp yourhead up and shoulders back. 

. Ifyou walk with your head down, you look like a victim. 
Make eye contact.” 

Fundermeier said this will prevent being easily sur- 
prised. 

“A lot of the times, an attacker will pass you on the 
street and then come up from behind. If you look around 
instead of at the ground, you will have time to avoid the 
suspect,” Fundermeier said, “You take away the element 
of surprise that many attackers depend upon.” 

Taking additional steps to protect oneself against 
attacks is very important, Fundermeier said, Being with 
someone else is “the absolute best thing you could do,” 
he said. Letting people know where and when you are 
going out and being especially wary when entering your 
car or house arc other preventative measures. 

“When people are getting into thelr car or going to 
their house, they usually have their mind on other 
things such as their keys or packages,” Fundermeicr 
said. “But there is nothing so important that you can’t 
take the time to look for warning signs. If you see | 
something outside your house, drive around the block . | 
and look at it again.”

UNO waslisted among 46 colleges found to 
have possibly violated the rights of the disabled 
list year, The U.S. Education Department's 
Civil Rights Officercieased “letters of finding” 
to the Chronicle of Higher Education, which 
reported the possible civil-tights violations, 

Mary Glogowski, UNO employee relations 
manager, sald she believes the letter relating to 
UNOstemmedfromcomplaintsaboutthe Bemis 
building#vhich served as the UNO Ast Gallery 
until fie Fine Arts Building was completed. 
Although UNO reccived complaints about the 
building being inaccessible, Glogowskisaidthe 
university made provisions for die disabled, 


| suchas video taping the displays in the gallery. 


Glogowski said people were available to help 
the disabled people get into the gallery. 

“The university maintains that it did not 
violate any policies or laws because we pro- 
vided cverything that was available there,” 
Glogowski said. 

Vicki Hodges, directorofthe UNO Disabled 
Student Agency (DSA), sald the Fine Arts Buitd- 
ing has someaspects which makeit more easily 
accessible fordisabled persons. She saidramps, 
automatic doors andmisedorbrailleroomnum- 
bers help disabled peopte to enjoy the building, 


Hodges suggested the university consider 
boxes that describe the displays for the visually 
impaired be used in the Art Gallery. Things like 
this though, she said, cost money. 

“Noncofusare 100 percent perfect. There’s 
always room for improvement. 

“Some of these thingscost money,” Hodges 
said. “And basically the bottom line of any 
change is, “Where's the money going to come 
from?’ So that’s where the biggest deadlock is, 
that and the attitudes,” . 

Hodges said she receives complaints from 
students about discriminations on campus. One 
cause of the problems, she said, és the attitudes. 

“Someofitbechangesbenefiteverybady. It's 
notjust people with disabilities, butit’snotscen 
that way.” 

Right now, Hodges said, DSA has been 
discussing parking problems on campus. 

“But that’s always an issue for everybody,” 
she said, 

She said one could look at almost any came 
pus or business and find violations against the 
disabled, 

“To me it’s not a violation if the awareness 
isn't there. It is a violation if the awareness is 
there and nothing is being done about it. 

“Complaining is one thing, working out a 
solution is another,” said Hodges.

Nextsemestermany of your favoritenews- 
papers and periodicals may disappear from 
the Library. 

Due to University of Nebraska system 
budget cuts, the Library has complied a list 
of proposed matcrials to be climinated from 
the current holdings, Reber: Runyon, Li- 
brary director, said thateachdepartment was 
responsible for suggesting items to be termi- 
nated, 

“Each department was invited to submit 
their recommendations as to what to discon- 
tinue,” Runyon said, “This was initiated by 
the Library to make the cuts fit within the 
budget.” 

The complete proposed cut list, containe 
ing 482 items, was circulated in every de- 
partment on April 9, Its accompanying letter 
fcom Robert Nash, collection development 
‘librarian, saidarequest can be made toretain 
some of the listed materials, provided they 
are turned in by April 30. 

“Any faculty member who wants to rec- 
ommend the retention of a particular title

that may have impact upon their teaching or 
research needs should complete a periodi- 
calserial retention form,” Nash said in the 
letter. 

In a later paragraph, he stated that simply 
submitting a sctention request did not guar 
antee the item wouldremain in the Library. It 
must be judged by a Library faculty review 
commitice for its quality, indexing access, 
cost, past history of price increascs and “na- 
ture andnumberofotherjoumalsofasimitar 
subject matter held by UNO.” 

- The list includes journals, newspapers 
and magazines from every subject ranging 
from reference to biology to foreign Inn- 
guage. Each academic area was given a list 
of department-sponsored materials to make 
their elimination proposals, 

“Each department recommended cuts for 
their own department, no one else's,” Nash 
said in a telephone interview. “Nobody, we 
mostofall, like these cuts because this is our 
business,”

The Agency for Health Care Policy and 
Research found more than 11 million Ameri- 
cans suffer from depression, and up to two- 
thirds seek no treatment or are inadequately 
diagnosed or treated. A federally-funded panel 
of health care experts released new guidelines 
for the detection and treatment of major de- 
pression two weeks ago. 

Carl B. Greiner, M.D. andassociate profes- 
sor of psychiatry at the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center, said thenew guidetines repre- 
sent “an acknowledgment that most people 
who are depressed gountreated. I think it’s an 
encouragement for physicians to recognize 
the frequency of the disease.” 

Inthepast, Greinersaid, physicians looked 
for depression in the elderly. “The frequency 
of depressionisinereasing, andit’san increas- 
ingly common ifiness among the young,” 
Greiner said, 


Another purpase of such efforts as the new 
depression guidelines, Greiner said, isto com- 
bat another chaltenge in treating mental ill- 
ness, 

“Many people still regard affective illness as 
akind of a weakness. These efforts are saying 
it’s really important to acknowledge that these 
problems are diseases and can be treated.” 

Acording to Greiner, many causes for de- 
pression exist. 

“Certainly, one can have depressive prob- 
lems because of genetic predisposition to de- 
pression. One can also become depressed be- 
cause of use of medication that may compli- 
cate the functioning of the central nervous 
system, or one may have depression because 
of a multiplicity of losses,” Greiner said. 

Once the diagnosis of depression is made, 
however, eatment programs are not as var- 
ied. “Even though the roads getting there are 
different, the roads of weatment are more 
similar,”

And those treatment options are often ef- 
fective, Greiner said. “About 80 percent of 
patients diagnosed with depression can be 
well treated with our standard anti-depres- 
sanis.” 

In diagnosing depression, Greiner said, two 
important factors are considered: the symptoms 
themselves and their duration, “They will have 
to have existed for at least two continuous 
weeks, It’s different than having a bad day.” 

The most common symptoms of depres- 
sion, Greiner said, include difficulty steeping, 
with a notable increase or a decrease in steep, 
a change in appetite with cither notable in- 
creases or decreases in weight, a decrease in 
concentration, a decrease in tic interest in 
usual activities, securrent thoughts or interest 
about death, thoughts about suicide, fectings 
of worthlessness and a loss of energy. 

For those with fourof these symptoms that 
persist over a two-week period, the diagnosis 
of depression is likely, he said, and treatment 


may very likely be beneficial. 

Ifissues in someone's pastare also playing 
arolein the situation, Greiner said, peoplemay 
benefit from some form of psychotherapy in 
addition to anti-cepressant medications. 

“Once someone is having four out of the 
cight symptoms, medication is almost always 
necessary,” he said. 

Atong with medication, psychotherapy is 
frequently helpful to try and help understand 
what else may be complicating one’s life.” 

Inaddition to the benefits from advancesin 
medications to treat mental itiness, Greiner 
finds efforts like those of the Agency for 
Health Care Policy and Research, very useful. 

“I'm looking for continued initiatives like 
die one that’s occurring to acknowledge that 
theseconditions areilinessesanddeservetreate 
ment,” he said. “The issucs still existof trying . 
toimproveawarenessand permission for treate 
ment and a lack of discrimination for those: 
who have been treated.”

LB 757 is “not the 


answer” for problem

Freedom is a principle which is a corner- 
stone to the foundation of curcountry. In fact, 
“We the People” foughtacivil war, two World 

_ Wars, numerous conflicts and countless other 
battles fos the principle of “Freedom.” 

Today, another battle is being waged in the 
Nebraska Legislature for your basic freedoms 

the freedomofchoice. The battle concerns 

the rewrite of the Nebraska Worker's Com- 
pensation Law, which is labeled LB 757. This 
bill, if enacted, will chip away at one of your 
basic freedoms —- your sight to choose your 
own physician if you should be injured while 
at work. I am asking you the reader, to call or 
write to your Nebraska senator. to help pre- 
serve your freedom of choice. 

The initiators of LB 757 should be com- 
mended for attempting to cut the costs of 
medical care. However, I don’t feel Nebraska 
senators, like many employers, are consider- 
ing the individual who is injured or the tauma 
and devastation the individual suffers. LB 
757, if enacted, will be at the expense of the 
individual who is injured. 

Insurance costs are rising and something 
needs to be done, but LB.757 is not the solu. 

To contro) premium costs incurred by 
employers, one needs to teok at the main 
reason for these costs. Premiums increase due

OF course, it is not possible to 
stopallinjurics, butinjuricscanbeminimized, 
How? Provide safe working conditions, ad- 
equate safety training and employers who lis- 
ten toticircmployces, Theplacetostoprising 
cosis of insurance is notin the Legislature, but 
on the business floor wherever that business 


"may be. 


The Worker’s Compensation Court is too 
slow, but LB 757 is not the answer to this 
problem either. The court's slowness (the way 
I sce it) is due to insurance companies drag- 
ging their fect and retaining money which is 
due the injured worker. To correct this, the 
court system needs to be able to exact fines 
which will make multi-million dollar insur- 
ance companies blink their eye instead of 
giving them a tap on their pinky. 

LB 757 does not address other important 
issues for those whoare injured, Whenaworker 
is injured and unable to work, he needs to heal 
physicallyand mentally. Ifthe legistature wants 
torestructure the Worker's Compensation Law, 
then lawmakers should include provisions for 
the care of the whole person, notjust the physi- 
cal part. Mental health is anecessary part of an 
individual successfully retuming to full em- 
ployment. 

Please call yaur state senators andask them 
what their positions are on LB 757. Let them 
know that you want to maintain your right to 
choose yourown physician, Ask your senators 
to vote against LB 757. Let your senators 
know you feel itis unjust for them toaltow big 
business to rape you of any of your personal 
freedoms for the sake of the “bottom line.” 


This bill has passed first round debate so it is‘ 


important for you to call your senators today.

UNO is the only school in the University 
of Nebraska system that requires students to 
complete cultural diversit, ‘asses as part of 
acore curriculum. 

Since the fall of 1990, all UNO students 
have been required to complete three credit 
hours of coursework in U.S. minority studies 
and another three hours in either minority, 
women’s or international studies. 


UNL and UNK donothave similar univer. _ 


sity-wide cultural diversity requirements, ac- 
cording to each institution’s Academic Af- 
fairs office. 

UNL is in the process of developing acore 
curriculum plan, said Liz Grobsmith, assis- 
tant vice chancellor of Academic Affairs at 
UNL. “We have diversity requirements that 
are set by the colleges,” 

A 1987 general education proposal was 
never fully funded or implemented at UNL, 
Grobsmith said, but a new committee has 
been formed and is conducting meetings to 
design a plan, which should include cultural 
diversity requirements, 

UNK already has a general studics re- 
quitcment in the process of revision. 

“It will probably be modified to include a 
cultura! diversity requirement,” said David 
B. Anderson, assistant vice chancellor of Aca-

demic Affairs at UNK. 

UNO’s general education requirements, 
which include mandantory cultural diversity 
credits, were developed by a committec of 
cight faculty representatives from the various 
colleges, Chairman Jack Kasher, a physics 
professor, recalls the committee met forever 
a year before finalizing core curriculum ree+ 
ommendations of 1989. 

“We considered it necessary for every 
student tohavea goodeducation experience,” 
he said. “They should learn about other cul- 
tures, both inside and outside of the United 
States.” 

Otto Bauer, vice chancellor for Academic 
Affairs, said the general education require- 
ments are the principle way UNO promotes 
cultural diversity. 

“We need our grads to be sensitive to 
people from other cultures, who they will be 
working with in their lifetimes, especially as 
we are a metropolitan college. 

“We wanted diversity going across the 

curriculum, which is why the second part of 
the requizement may be satisfiedinastudent’s 
academic area,” Bauer said. 

UNO has resorted to “growing our own" 
difficult-to-recruit minority faculty and stu- 
dents, Bauer said, He cited the Minorsity Fac- 
ulty Development Program, UNO'sGoodsich 
Program and a minority student internship 


program funded by Omaha Public Schools 


for helping to promote diversity on campus, 

Students enrolled in the College of Educa- 
tion at any school in the University system are 
required to take an ethnic awareness course to 
eam State teaching certification.

The Office of Multicultural Affairs plays an important role in 

’ gecruiting and retaining minority students. As UNO tries to 

increase multicultural diversity and awareness on its campus as 

part of its future plan, the Office of Multicultural Affairs has 

become an important part of that process, especially in trying to 
keep minority students in college and in recruiting them. 

UNO’s goal is to have a student body more accurately reflect 
what is out in the community in regard to racial makeup, Rita 
Henry, assistant to the vice chancellor of educational student 
services said. The African-American population in Omaha is 
about 15 to 17 percent, but only 4.5 percent of UNO’s student 
body is African-American at this time, and total minorities 
represent about 8.1 percent. “We have experienced moderate 
growth in the last two to three years in minosity students,” said 
Mary Mudd, assistant vice chancellor of educational student 
services at UNO, 

Retention specialistin the Office of Multicultural Affairs Joc 
Villarreal encourages minority stsdents two stay in schoo), “The 
cropout rate for Asia, Algerian or Nigerian students is low. 
Aftican-Americans, Hispanics and Native Americans are the 
groups with thehighestdropoutrates, especially in the first ycar,” 
be sald, 

“Minority students at UNO often have to work part-time jobs 
tomake ends meet, and so they areeften unable to focus enough 
timc onschoo}, and ‘lose complete track ofacademics,’’ he said. 

“They are under stress and start dropping one course and than 
another. If they are unprepared academically coming outof high 
school, this compounds the problem,” be said. 

Villarreal said that there are a lot of scholarships targeting

As part of bis job, Villarreal also communicates to minority 
students whichsupportscrvices arc available to them by callsand 
letters. Support services such as the Leaming Center, Job Place- 


ment, Carcer Counseling and Testing are available, as well as_ 


social support. The Office of Multicultural Affairs 

minority student organizations, such as the Hispanic Student 
Organization, in an effort to help students adjust socially to 
college. Minority students often feel isolated; their social life is 
important and we need to help in this area, Villarreal said, 

In addition to tying to retain minority students at UNO, the 
Ofitce of Multicultural Affairs is involved in recruiting them. 

Anneliese Cawithon, director of the Office of Multicultural 
Affairs, visits Omaha area high schools to talk to minority 
students about financial aid, scholarships, deadlines and other 
services available to them at UNO, 

“Istresstheimportanceofpursuingahighcreducationandtell 
diem that colleges have been low in numbers for people of color 
for a long dime,” said Cawthon. “I also ask them why we arc 
behind in numbers. Many belisve that itinvelves money, which 
is true, but I also remind them that the reason we are behind in 
numbersisthatitrcally hasn't been that long since wehave been 
given access to higher education, and that it is still new in 
comparison to ollicr groups that came from generationsofhigher 
education,” she said, 

Cawthon tries to establish a presence athigh schools, and not 
justatrocruiting ime. “Wenecd todevelop astrong relationship 
with these students,” she said, 

The administration's and multicultural affair’s offices work 
closely in recruiting students in genesal, although Cawthon

“Ttry to steer clear ofanything thatis separate, butequal,” she 
said, 

Although the main obstacle for minority students is often 
financial, they face the same difficulties other students do. “I try 
to stress to them that they have every right to be here on this 
campus, and to take ownership of this campus — if they have a 
sense of ownership and belonging, they will feel more conft- 
dent,” she said. She also stresses to them the importance of 
making friends and of having a good attitude. 

Academically, she is hesitant about saying that minority 
students are not prepared forcolicge, “ifthey havebcen admitted, 
they are prepared enough. That tells me that they have the basic 
skills to do the work,” said Cawthon. 

Cawthon docs not stop recruiting at high schools, She also 
talks to church tcaders, community leaders, and parents of 
minority students about UNO, 

Because some minority students are first generation, which 
means thatthey are the firstin theirs family togotocollege, parents 
sometimes have trouble with support. 

“Many of them want their children to go to college and geta 
degree, but because they've never been to college, they don’t 
know what to tell them if they're having trouble,” said Mudd. 

Mudd has applied for a federal grant to fund a study on first 
generation, low income college students. About one-third of 


“students at UNO are low income, and many minorities are 


included in this, The study would help in understanding what 
support and guidance from parents and familics means to these 
students, she said.

UNO students now have the opportunity to pursue a new 
minor, A Native American Studies minor was approved last 
summer by university officials and is in the fall catalog for next 
semesicr, 

“One of the reasons it fell into place soquickly is because the 
courses were already in place,” Cherokee tibe member Denise 
Henning. said. “We had taken the resources available to us and 
expanded with other classes that could be added with litte or no 
cost to develop a minor,” she said, 

Henning was the motivation behind a groupof Native Amer 
can students who brought the proposal for the minor program to 
several university professors who were already teaching courses 
in Native American culture. “Our main argument was that there 
were already other minors such as the Women’s Studies minor 
and the Black Studies major, so why not create a Native Ameri- 
can minor,” Henning said, 

According tohistory professor Michael Tate, theminor won't 
cause any “added expenditures for UNO.” The faculty teaching 
the courses are ali full-time professors who, among the other 
classes they teach in their areas of expertise, have been involved 
in teaching Native American courses, 

Aminor in Native American studies requires 18 credit hours, 
including Humanities 1100, Introduction to Native American 
Studies, and 12 credit hours at the 3000 or 4000 level. Students 
must cam at least a grade of a “C” in each course. 

For now a Native American studies major is not being 
considered. “The minor could be used to enhance your major in 
whatever field your going into,” Tate said. 

“When the possibility arises we will be able to hire Native 
American faculty members toteach some of these courses,” Tate 


- said, “There is a Native American advisory board made up of 


Native American students and Omaha, Winnebago and Sioux 
tribal peoptes who live in Omaha,” he said. 

The faculty is made up of Professors Douglas Abbott, W. 
Kenton Bales, Michael Carroll, Virginia Frank, Bruce Johansen, 
David Nicklin, Dale Stover, Peter Suzuki and Michael Tate. 

The hope is that with a Native American Studies program 


more people willdevelopasensitivity to those people. “Thereare 


a lot of misconceptions about Native American people as to 
whether or not they exist and this will help to clear up these 
misconceptions,” student Kersi Matone said. 

The population of Native Americans in the Omaha area is 
approximately 5,000 people, according to Tate, and there are 
only 64 Native American students attending UNO. “We should 
have more Native American students at UNO,” be said.

“I look as people as individuals rather than groups, each 
one of us is culturally diverse,” said Hodges. “Each student 
has needs, but some have certain needs which must be met.” 

Hodges, who is blind, uses special computers, which are 
equipped with voices imutation, on campus. Shealsouses the 
Kerswheil Personal Reading Machine, which transtates text 
into speceh, 

“We don’t feel we deserve special treatment, but we do 
believe we deserve equal treatment,” Hodges said, 

_ The DSA has been on campus for over 10 years and is 
Gesigned to help students with disabilities in academic situa- 
tions with reasonable accommodation. Recently, anew fede 
crallawcalledthe Americans withDisabilities Act(ADA)has 
setnew standards for architectural design, butlack of funding 
will cause delays. The projected budget for the proposed 
changes in compliance with the ADA at the university alone 
exceeds $500,000, 

Anotherstudent, Paula Kube, encounters differentkinds of 
problems on campus. Kube was bom with the disabling 
disease Spinabifida, which bas forced her to use an electric 
wheelchair, 

“Although most buildings on campus are equipped with

automatic doors, they don’t always work properly,” Kube | 
said, 

Although the sidewalks are cleared in the winter, Kube

“There are a tot of physical barriers, but the ones that are 
the hardest to deat with are the attitudes,” she said, 

Through the ycarsdisabied peeplehave comealong way 
in gaining the respect of the community. To Kube the word 
“cripple” is equivatent to “nigger,” referring to a black 
person. a 

“The term is very limiting. I prefer the term ‘differently- 
abled,”” she said, 

There are two designated counselors on campus for stu- 
dents fordisabilitics, Gene Kafkaand Tom Burchard. Burchard 
is also the acting coordinator of the Counseling Center. If a 
student with aphysical orlcaming disability needs some type 
of assistance, he must first register with the Counseling | 
Center. If presented with an accessibility problem, Burchard | 
has a couple of options: transfer the student into another | 
section of the course or have the location of the course 
changed. : 

‘The main problem with this is figuring out what is 
considered reasonable accommodation,” Burchard said. 

With aphysical disability, medical records must coincide. 
However, all leaming disabilities must be certified and decu- 
mented, 

“I think there is a pride issue as well,” Burchard said.
